Dr. A rthur Hoff, adm inistrator 
of the new unified school district 
stated th at he has received a 
com m unication 
from

state 
director of the draft that the high 
school here w ould be used as the 
V illage registration point. 
A lthough d raft board m achin­ 
ery has been set up in Riverside, 
it is not know n w hether th at body 
w ill 
function 
for 
the 
entire 
county. On the other hand it is 
believed that a local board will 
be created. 
President T rum an has listed 10 
age classifications and ordered 
the registrations to be held be­ 
tw een 8 a. m. and 5 p. m. on 
M onday, A ugust 30. 
R egistration according to age 
groups will be conducted on dif­ 
ferent days. They are as follows: 
1. Those born in 1922 after 
A ugust 30, w ill register on M on­ 
day, A ugust 30. 
2. Those born in 1923 register 
on A ugust 31 or Sept. 1. 
3. Those b o m in 1924 register 
on Sept. 2 or Sept. 3. 
4. Those born in 1925 register 
on Sept. 4 or Sept. 7. 
5. Those b o m in 1926 register 
on Sept. 8 or Sept. 9. 
6. Those born in 1927 register 
on Sept. 10 or Sept. 11. 
7. Those born in 1928 register 
on Sept. 13 or Sept. 14. 
8. Those born in 1929 register 
on Sept. 15 or Sept. 16. 
9. Those born in 1930 before 


Sept. 19 register on Sept. 17 or 
Sept. 18. 
10. Those born on or after Sept. 
19, 1930, w ill register w ithin five 
days after th eir 18th birthday.

New Air Parcel Post 
Package Rates Sept. 1 


A ir parcel post shipm ents out 
of Palm Springs is expected to 
take a big jum p Septem ber 1. 
On th at day, according to Post­ 
m aster R. M. (Pop) G orham , new 
rates, far low er than ever be­ 
fore, go into affect. It w ill be 
possible, Postm aster G orham said, 
to ship a one-pound parcel from 
here to Los Angeles, for 55 cents 
w ith a charge of 4-cents for each 
additional pound. 


IN THE PAST there has been 
no distinction betw een packages 
and letters sent air m ail w ith a 
charge for both, at five-cents-per 
ounce postage. 
“I 
expect,” 
stated 
Gorham, 
“th at the new parcel post air 
rate w ill increase shipm ents from 
Palm Springs trem endously.” It 
w as his opinion th a t this tow n 
w ould s>how a greater percentage 
increase th an any other city, be­ 
cause so m any out-of-tow n people 
reside in the Village during the 
w inter m onths. 


A CAMPAIGN of inform ation 
regarding the new rates is to be 
launched here, G orham said. 
H ie new rate schedule effec­ 


tive Septem ber 1, is as follows: 
For delivery up to 150 miles, 
$.55 for the first pound, $.04 for 
each addition pound. 


FOR DELIVERY up to 300 
miles, 60c for the first pound, 8c 
for each adidtional pound. 
For delivery up to 600 miles, 
65c for the first pound, 14c for 
each additional pound. 
For delivery up to 1000 miles, 
70c for the first pound, 24c for 
each additional pound. 
For delivery up to 1400 miles, 
75c for the first pound, 33c for 
each additional pound. 


FOR DELIVERY up to 1800 
miles 75c for the first pound, 45c 
for each additional pound. 
And for delivery m ore 
than 
1800 
miles, 
80c 
for 
the 
first 
pound, 65c for each additional 
pound. 


PACKAGES of unusually light 
w eight in proportion to th eir size, 
Gorham said, w ill be charged ex­ 
tra because of the added space 
they will occupy and the diffi­ 
culty in handling. 


Population 
of 
Palm 
Springs 
has jum ped 20 to 25 per cent 
since the last special census held 
here in March, 1946. 
This was indicated in a survey 
conducted by The D esert Sun as 
show n by the num ber of utility 
services installed, telephone sub­ 
scribers and enrollm ent at local 
schools. 
The 
census in March, 
1946, 
show ed a perm anent population 
figure of 7219. The state of Cali­ 
fornia estim ates that the popula­ 
tion now is around 9000. 


THE 9000 FIGURE, in the opin­ 
ion of m any here, is considered 
fairly close to the actual popula­ 
tion picture here today, 
or at 
least, w hen Villagers who claim 
Palm Springs as their home, re ­ 
tu rn for the winter. 
Enrollm ent at both th e high 
and th e gram m ar schools is ex­ 
pected to reach an all-tim e high 
this Fall. Miss K atherine Finchy, 
superintendent of the G ram m ar 
schools, said she anticipates a 25 
per cent increase in pupils, same 
as has taken place during the 
past three or four years. 


TOTAL ENROLLMENT at the 
tim e the unified school system 
opens is expected to reach 1600 
w ith a greater peak 
a fter the 
first 
of the 
year. 
The 
Palm 
Springs 
W ater 
Company, 
The 
Southern California 
Gas 
Com­ 
pany and the telephone com pany 
all report a great increase in 
th eir services since 1946. 
The num ber of telephone in­ 
strum ents in service at the end 
of last 
month was 2369. This 
figure compares w ith 1973 for 
July, 1947. The num ber of appli­ 
cations on file aw aiting service 
as of yesterday was 748, it was 
stated, and these will be served 
ju st as soon as trunk lines are 
erected. 


The population figures how ­ 
ever, do not reflect th e num ber 
of persons living in Palm Springs 
the greater p art of the year. 
From Septem ber until the jj£ak 
of the season in February or 
March, the 9000 population fig­ 
ure m ay reach betw een 18,000 
and 20,000, especially during the 
forth-coming season. It is not u n ­ 
til sometime in June that the 
high point has dropped consider­ 
ably, it was pointed out. 


THE THREE MEN, m em bers of 
the advisory and forum com m it­ 
tee of the m ensw ear convention to 
be held here O ctober 29 to 31, 
were in the Village S aturday con­ 
ferring w ith Wal Spalding on a r­ 
rangem ents. 
D uring luncheon a t The Bom­ 
bay they expounded 
freely on 
why Pahn Springs is today held 
as the m en’s sportsw ear fashion 
center of the world. 
REASONS ADVANCED w ere: 
1. Palm Springs has been the 
locale for three sportswear con­ 
ventions with a fourth one com­ 
ing up. 
2. During the three conven­ 
tions and the fourth one due, the 
manufacturers of fhat type of 
clothing have spent approximate­ 
ly $250,000 in advertising Palm 
Springs as the convention site. 
In 
addition 
national 
publicity 
that has emanated from the V il­ 
lage regarding the shows during 
their staging, could not have been 
bought for the $250,000 spent in 
display advertising. 
3. As a result, the manufactur­ 
ers and their retail outlets in the 
United States and throughout the 
world, look upon Palm Springs 
as the center of men's sportswear. 


SUPPORTING this contention 
is the story told by H ym an of 
his m eeting with an executive of 
a large departm ent store _jn St. 
Louis, recently, as ju st one ex­ 
ample. 
“I’ve 
heard 
so 
m uch 
about 
Palm Springs and your fashion 
shows there. I’m not going to buy 
much until I see the show in Oc­ 
tober,” H ym an quoted the store 
executive as saying. 


MALONEY added his experi­ 
ence to th at statem ent, by point­ 
ing out, th at buyers of such m en’s 
clothing from Sweden, A ustralia, 
England, France and m any other 
countries, are present annually 
at 
the 
m ensw ear 
conventions 
here. 
A w are of this, K otsin declared 
that 
m any 
of the 
sportsw ear 
m anufacturers are sew ing labels 
in their finished products read ­ 
ing: “As Shown in Palm Springs.” 


"THIS TOWN is a n atu ral as 
a background for sportsw ear in 
addition to w estern gear as w ell,” 
all three opined. 
“Paris, 
New York C ity and 
Hollywood are contending for the 
title as the fashion centers of 
women’s fashions,” stated Hyman. 
“However, in my opinion there is 
only 
one 
fashion 
center 
for 
m en’s sporsw ear in th e 
world, 
and that is Palm Springs.” 


ARRANGEMENTS for the con­ 
vention and its program have al­ 
ready been decided upon, de­ 
clared Maloney. On F rid ay Oc­

THE GREATEST SINGLE NEED in Palm Springs, as far as future 
growth is concerned, is co-ordination of effort. A great m any things 
are being done by num erous groups for the advancem ent of the 
comm unity bu t there is no system atic planning. Many cities have 
solved this problem through the establishm ent of a C o-ordinating 
Council, and w e wonder if this is not just w hat we need in th e V il­ 
lage. 
The city governm ent, cham ber of commerce, veterans or­ 
ganizations, hom e ow ners group, civic clubs and num erous other 
organizations should be able to m eet on some common ground w here 
the problems of the com m unity as a whole could be studied. Each 
organization could th en assume its share of responsibility in the 
carrying out of a w ell-rounded program. The particular problem s 
of each group could be brought before such a council and con­ 
sidered in the light of th e general welfare. 
We have civic leaders, active organizations and good city of­ 
ficials, but all are handicapped through lack of co-ordination. When 
som ething like the cem ent plant issue confronts the com m unity, we 
im m ediately develop a unity of action. Once such an issue is set­ 
tled w e go back to the old plan of independent action. It is ineffec­ 
tive, unproductive, uneconomic and haphazard. Almost anyone w ill 
tell you that Palm Springs needs this or that, should do one thing 
or another. H ow can our city council ever guess w hat th e people 
w ant? 
It’s som ething to th in k about, anyway. It would develop a cross­ 
section of opinion that could be obtained in no other way. A nd from 
that could grow a unity of action th at m ight easily work wonders. 
A long range program for the developm ent of the city was suggested 
in this colum n a few m onths ago. Many favorable comments were 
received upon it. But it was too comprehensive for any one organiza­ 
tion to undertake. Such a program, now badly needed, could be 
adopted and carried out only by a group that touched every resi­ 
dent and businessm an in the community. A council made up of 
representatives of all groups in the community could do just that.

Village Due to Citizen Cooperation 


JuvemTe cfPlinquency in Palm 
Springs has posed no insolvable 
problem for the Police D epart­ 
ment, declares Sergeant Stanley 
Ehlert, acting chief in the ab ­ 
sence of A ugust K ettm ann. 
In the following article, 
he 
points 
out 
existing 
conditions 
which have helped the authorities 
to keep delinquency of m inors 
practically off the police records. 
At the same tim e Sergeant E hl­ 
ert decries unfounded statem ents 
that r ■‘Palm Springs is an u n ­ 
desirable place in which to rear 
children.” 
’MANY PEOPLE have been 
heard to rem ark, that the city of 
Palm Springs is an undesirable 
place to rear children. These re ­ 
m arks,” wrílés the Sergeant, “are 
authored by idle tongues but if 
allowed to continue, 
m ay 
in­ 
crease to the point w here they 
will be injurious! to the children, 
the parents and the Village. 
“There have been no juvenile 
delinquency cases in the city, akin 
to a m ajor problem, 
such as 
exists in many other com m uni­ 
ties. Those children who had to 
be taken into custody, have had 
their 
habits corrected 
w ithout 
damage, 
to them 
or 
to their 
families. 
"OUR LOCAL SERVICE clubs 
have aided considerably, and on 
special occasions such as Halo- 
we'en, helped to keep juveniles 
from 
mischievious 
acts.

Polio Explained 
By Dr. Westphal 


(Dr. R. S. W estphal, Riverside 
County H ealth officer, concludes 
his final chapter explaining the 
dreaded polio disease and its con­ 
tagious characteristics. 
Editor’s 
note.)

There has been 
much com ­ 
m ent recently as to spread by 
flies or other insects and it is 
tru e that th e germ 
has been 
found on flies which have been 
allowed to come in contact w ith 
hum an w aste infected w ith the 
polio germ. However, polio epi­ 
demics occur 
in 
cities 
w here 
there is little chance for flies to 
pick up the germ because of 
the scarcity of privies. Likewise, 
it has been suggested th at the 
disease can be spread by d rin k ­ 
ing w ater b u t most authorities 
agree that th ere has never been 
an epidemic traced to drinking 
w ater even though the virus can 
occasionally be found in rivers 
and other stream s. 


IN 1916 and 1925 there w ere 
two outbreaks of polio in New 
Y ork State w hich were definitely 
traced 
to 
unpasteurized 
milk. 
However, 
no 
other 
outbreaks 
have been associated with milk 


so th at the possibility is sm all 
especially when such a high pro­ 
portion of the m ilk in that state 
is pasteurized. 


POLIO often develops in the 
patient first as a very indefinite 
illness of short duration w hich 
may be characterized by a slight 
fever and vague symptoms w hich 
may be considered to be a cold 
or a stom ach upset. The patient 
usually recovers from this mild 
illness and it is difficult to m ake 
a diagnosis in such a case. 
Sometim es, four or five days 
after th e initial mild illness the 
patient m ay become ill again, 
this tim e with a fever, 
h ead­ 
ache and stiffness of the neck and 
back. The onset of involvem ent 
of the nervous system usually is 
72 to 96 hours after the initial 
sym ptom s. 
Again 
the 
disease 
may stop at this stage and the 
patient completely recovers. 


IN THE MORE severe cases 
paralysis m ay develop anyw here 
from the first to seventh day 
after the beginning of signs of 
involvem ent of the nerves. 
If 
the 
p atien t has 
much 
m uscle 
w eakness 
or paralysis 
it 
will 
eventually mean a long course of 
treatm ent. 
• 
Control is difficult as we have 
stated th a t quarantine is of little 
value because usually the only 
cases reported to the health a u ­ 
thorities are the paralyzed ones 
and these are only a small frac­ 
tion of th e total cases who m ay 
spread infection. Besides, by the 
tim e a p atien t has symptoms he 
has usually had am ple opportun- 


ity to pass the virus to others and 
it is too late to prevent spread. 


IT IS MOST im portant in polio 
to put em phasis upon 
prom pt 
medical and nursing care of the 
individual 
developing 
evidence 
of nervous system , involvem ent. 
W hen an epidem ic is apparent, 
closing of places w here children 
congregate, as school and sw im ­ 
ming pools, m ay be of some value 
in slowing the spread of the dis­ 
ease. 


THEATRES should be included 
if any gathering places are closed. 
In the presence of an epidemic 
in the com m unity, parents are 
advised to keep their children 
away 
from gatherings 
of 
any 
sort and especially aw ay from 
children who do not seem to be 
well. 
W hile it has been stated 
that the com parative im portance 
of the disease has been exag­ 
gerated in people’s minds, that 
does not m ean we should not 
m ake every effort we can to pre­ 
vent the bad efects th a t do occur. 


THERE IS encouragem ent for 
us in the fact th at if some ex ­ 
perim ents now being conducted 
are successful we may, in the 
future, have a polio vaccine. In 
the past all efforts in this direc­ 
tion have been unsuccessful and 
in most instances the vaccines 
tried have been as bad as the 
diseases. 
THE BEST advice anyone can 
give w hen polio is in the com­ 
m unity is to consult your private 
physician as soon as any type of 
illness occurs in the family.

FHA Announces 


Two New Rules 


Under 608 


Two new developments in the 
financing of homes by FHA were 
announced this week. 
One is the resumption of taking 
applications under Section 608. 
Title VI, for building large-scale 
rental housing. 
The other is a change in Title 
I which now permits loans up to 
$10,000 for altering existing struc­ 
tures into dwellings for two or 
more families. 
Several 
changes 
also 
mark 
Section 608 as now amended. 
The mortgage, for one, shall 
not exceed 90 per cent of the 
commissioner’s estimate of re­ 
placement cost of property, de­ 
termined 
as 
of December 31, 
1947. 
The mortgage per room limita­ 
tion has also been removed, but 
a limitation may be applied not 
to exceed $8100 per family unit. 
Another change makes possible 
a $500 fine for discriminating 
against tenants because of chil­ 
dren. 
District Director John E. Mc­ 
Govern said that any applications 
which have been rejected, with­ 
drawn. terminated or allowed to 
expire under 608, may be re­ 
opened. 
Title I now also permits issu­ 
ance of an additional $350,000,000 
in loans. 
The maximum amount of Class 
3 loans has been increased from 
$3,000 to $4500 for construction 
of new homes. (This was largely 
meant for rural areas.)

Recent 
housing 
legislation 
signed by the President is hailed 
as a boon to the seekers of mod­ 
est homes both for purchase and 
rental, was the opinion expressed 
by Milton J. Brock, president of 
the National Association of Homo 
Builders. 
The bill, he says, expends pres­ 
ent financing facilities, with spe­ 
cial emphasis on low-cost housing 
for veterans and others.
